MR. BTHUM AT HOME. 


And Expresses Himself Politleally and 
of the Opposition to Gray—Oat-* 
look for the Mills Bill. 


INDIANAPOMS, May 25.—The Hon. W. 
D. Bynum arrived home from Washing- 
ton yesterday, to be present at his renom- 
ination for congress by the democratic 
convention to-day. 
In an interview he 
talked freely with tue reporter about 
political affairs at the national capital 
and the situation elsewhere in the conn- 
tiy, as viewed through 
Washington 
glasses. 
He said that the nomination of 
Governor Gray for vice-president was 
generally, if not universally, conceded. 
Mr. McDonald's opposition to the gov- 
emot's candidacy, he thought, was, per 
haps, regarded a little more seriously 
abroad than at home, the ex-senator's in 
flmence being reckoned from his reputa 
iion as a public man, and the extent of 
his personal following was not consid- 
ered. 
Delegates and prominent men to 
whom were shown the true status of the 
situation in Indiana had no hesitancy in 
supporting Gray. 


"The democracy of the state," said 
Mr. Bynum, "is united on Governor 
Gray and the opposition of Mr. Mc- 
Donald won't make the difference of a 
hundred votes." 


He had talked with 
congressional 
representatives from almost every part 
of the Union and they all recognized 
that the second place on the national 
ticket must be given to Indiana, and 
that Indiana's man must be Governor 
Gray. 
The governor was very popular 
with the rank and file of the party and 
could unquestionably carry the state. 
The republican press was very cognisant 
of the fact, and was making strenuous 
attempts to boom some other man for 
the democrats in opposition to Gray. 


Mr. Bynum referred to the Mills bill 
as the measure that was, of course, at- 
tracting the attention of the capital and 
of the country. 
He thought the bill 
would pass the house and the senate, 
thongh tho vote would be very close. 
The upper house would likely vote for 
the bill as it standB, though some unim- 
portant amendmcnis might be made. 


In speaking of the tariff in a general 
way Mr. Bynum said there was less op- 
position to the reform than might be 
supposed. 
The republicans themselves 
were divided on the subject; in fact, 
tbey were divided on every subject, for 
that matter. 
Mr. Kelley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, favored the abolition of the inter- 
nal revenue tax, or the tax on tobacco 
and whisky. 
Other republicans sup- 
ported the idea of reducing the tax on 
some imports. 
Mr. Kelley and his ad- 
herents were obiecting to such an idea 
with all their akglity, as any such meas- 
ures would loosen the iron b ^ d s of pro- 
tection and finally leave the republicans 
without a position. 


The republican party was equally di- 
vided in presidential choice. 
There was 
no doubt, he said, that Mr. Blaine would 
accept the nomination and his friends 
were pushing his candidacy with all 
their power. 
They were also using 
strategy in Mr. Blaine's eupport—bwrn- 
Ing each presidential possibility within 
his own state, but seeing to it that the 
boom did not extend beyond it, in order 
that Mr. Blaine's opposition would go to

NBW TOHK, May 25.-Bishop Andrews 
presided over to-day's session of the 
general M E. conference. 
The first 
bTtsiness that came up was the continu- 
ation of the discussion on the temper- 
ance question. 


The discussion was finally completed 
by the passage of the following resolu- 
tion which was ordered to be placed in 
the discipline of 1888: We are unaltera- 
bly opposed to the enactment of laws 
that propose license, tax or otherwise, to 
regulate the drink traffic, because they 
provide for its continuance and afford no 
protection against its ravages. 


We hold that the proper attitude of 
Christians toward this traffic fe one of 
uncompromising opposition, and while 
we do not presume to dictate to our 
people as to their political affiliation, we 
do express the opinion that tboy should 
not permit themselves to be controlled 
by party organizations that are man- 
aged in the interest« of the liquor traffic. 


We advise the members of our church 
to aid in the enforcement of such laws 
as do not legalize or endorse the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicants to be used 
as a beverage, and to this end we f ^vor 
an organization of law and order leagues 
wherever pricticable.

Scenes In India. 


From Calcutta to Beneras is, by rail, 
nearly 55(j miles. 
We made nearly 
(lalf the distance by night, writes Car- 
ter H. Harrison, in one of his letters 
bom Ihdia. This was with less regret 
because we had been informed that the 
country along this portion of the road 
was in general appearance and produc- 
tion practically the same as that we had 
leen going to Deerjeerling. Before 6 
n the morning I was lool^g out over 
I dead flat in every direction, except 
!>ne short range of tall hills, whic 
Rrhen reached, was soon passed. 
The 
level plain has no appearance of rich- 
aesa 
The soil is a very light gray, 
*nd in the short-cut rice paddies looks 
fcs if it would produce but little. 


The country then took a greener ap- 
pearance in wheat, gram (I think it is 
^etch), castor oil, dahl or split-pea, and 
poppy. 
Some of the fields of the lat 
ter at a distaace, in full flower looked 
like snow fields, so white and pure 
was the bloom. 


On the road we traversed great coal 
fields, said to be rich both in quantity 
and quality of the yield. 
For the last 
hundred miles much of the country was 
«rery pretty. 
The 
mango and 
other 
orchards 
are 
abundant, 
and 
every 
plain has its many scattered trees. 
Barley was added as a growth, and was 
well heatled and green. 
Fences, wher» 
ihere were auy, were of cactus 
or 
prickly-pear. 
The spider webs well 
slouded with dust looked 
like great 
gossamer veils spread over the spiky 
iedpres. 
Rows of aloes, 
or 
century 
plants lined the road. 
Now and then 
dsion would penetrate as far as the eye 
30uld reach, through openings in t h 
Tees, and the prospect was that of a 
perfect flat plain, relieved only by trees 
ind viliages. 
In eighteen 
and a half 
Qours we reached Benares, the Holy 
City of India; a city already old three 
centuries before Christ* and now con 
secrate.l by eight centuries of Budd- 
histic sway and sanctity, and of seven- 
teen known centuries of Brahminism. 
Here annually come pilgrims,probably 
a million or more, from all parts of 
India— the rich ana the poor, the old 
and the young, the strong and the de- 
crei)id — crowded 
in 
railway 
cars 
packed like hogs, or hobbling along 
dusty roads, suffering every kind of 
privations, spending the hoarded sav 
ings of years of toil—dirty and weary, 
for they perform no kind of ablution 
from the time they leave their for-oflf 
homes until they can wash away the 
filih of the body and the pollution of 
the soul in the cleansing water of the 
sacred Ganges.

An old member of the Maritime Ex- 


change wa* exhibiting in a bottle one 
nf Ih.; i|tioore*t sifbmarine monsters 
that tub fancy could paint It appar- 
ently had no beginning and no ending. 
Ono could hardly tell where its out- 
line left off and the alcohol in which it 
waa preserved began.

and loss, the gases in its body begin to 
expand, and the expansion causes the 
demoralized appearance of the fish. If 
the fish could be popped up out .of the 
wate rin an instant it wonld probably ex- 
plode with, a bong when it reach the 
eurfaee. 
"Just look at its jaws," continued the 


exhibitor. " Whon the fish are brought 
to the surf ace most of them appear to 
be soft, pulpy masses. The bones and 
muscles appear to bo feebly developed. 
The tissues seem thin, weak, and easily 
rnptnred. These conditions, implying 
muscular weakness, are apparently in- 
consistent with the powerful shape of 
the jaws and the rapacious looking 
teeth of some of the predacious fishes."' 


"How do they live!" 
"That is hard to say. To the ab- 


sence of light ia due manyof the most 
wonderful peculiarities of the deep-sea 
fish. Some of them are totally blind, 
having «o eyes at all or mere rndi- 
mentary ayes. Others have huge eves, 
so organi/.'-'d as to'colloct as many light 
rays as possible. Sunlight, it is said, 
'does not ponotratc to a depth of 200 
fathoms. If there is any light there at 
all it is tke merest glimmer and below 
that depth there is absolute darkness. 


"Now 
those deep-sea fishes, being 
eetott altogether from the sunlight, 
amf of them furnish their own light, 
They have no organized gas oompa- 
iries. But each furnishes his own light— 
easries a lantern or torch around with 
him. They have organs that emit e 
phosphorescent gleata and shed light 
on their path. Somo of them carry lit- 
tle torches in the form of tentacles thai 
rise from the tops of the heads.

Barley was added as a growth, and was 
well headed and green. Fences, when 
ihero were any, were of cactus or 
prickly-pear. The spider webs well 
tlonded with dust looked like great 
gossamer veils spread over the spiky 
ledges. Bows of aloes, or centurj 
plants lined the road.
